the finish coat to be poured monolithic with the top slab, ox If not poured

monolithic with the slab the finish coat which shall be not lesa than 3A Inoh

In thlokneee ehall be applied the same day that the top slab Is poured* No coarse

aggregate ehall be visible after surface has been finished*

All dimensions and quantities of reinforced concrete and reinforcing eteeel
